clnu'ch. but the wisdom of inviting men to smoke 
there may be doubted. There is no question that the 
no vein" of the thing will bring the men out for a few 
Sundays, but does any last ing good result from " jolly- 
ing " men to attend church ? Is the sight of a lot of 
men filling the sanctuary with tobacco smoke calculat- 
ed to inspire a feeling of reverence ? The wholesale se- 
cularizing of" the things that should be held rigidly 
sacred is a growing tendency of the times which is 
causing much uneasiness to thoughtful men and wom- 
en. The majority of people believe that smoking is no 
more sinful than eating, but the spectacle of worship- 
ers consuming their lunch-eons during church service 
would be decided!}- incongruous. The men of Dayton 
must indeed be slaves to My Lady Xieotiue if they re- 
fuse to attend church unless they are allowed to set up 
her shrine within the sacred precincts.—Pittsburg Gaz-
